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On last Saturday President Cleve- 
land in yetoing pension bills sent 
several messages to Uougress., 
Among those whose pension bills 
were vetoed are A. T. Grigg, C. 
Stone, Franklin Wooet, Jessie 
Campbell, R. M. Bennett, J. R. 
Bayler and Catherine Salire. For 
more than two bundred years the 
Crown of England has not dared to 
veto a measure, it having passed 
the House of Lords and the House 
of Commons. Even in this country, 
until the reign of this Democratic 
President, the veto power was sel- 
dom used. Certainly vetoing pen- 
sion bills of crippled soldiers or of 
widows or orphans of the brave de- 
fenders of our Union in its peril is 
new business fora President. But 
“economy and reform’ have 
been substituted for honor the 
brave, and reward patriotism. 
The name of Cleveland will go 
down in history as the Pension 
Veto President, The veto with 
Cleveland is chronic; his vetoes 
number somewhere upin the hun- 
dreds. He vetoes pension bills be- 
cause the widow of a veteran sol- 
dier has been immoral sometime in 
her life, or because the would-be 
pensioner is represented by an at- 
torney, or because too much time 
has elapsed since the wound was 
received or the disease contracted. 
Any excuse no matter how frivilous, 
evokes a veto from our soldier-ha- 
ting President. A bill for the relief 
of some poor widow passes the Com- 
mittee on Claims and the scrutiny 
of ‘four hundred legislators, then 
meets with the President’s veto. 
Strange use of his power! In strik- 
ing contrast is his love for the 
Union soldier to that exemplified 
in the official life of Lincoln, Grant 
and Logan. In striking contrast 
too will be the sacreduess of bis 
memory. 


— 


Several legislative measures of 
unusual interest to this country 
will be considered in Congress this 
week. One ofthem is the appro- 
priating of $21,090,000, $16,000,- 
000 for Army and Navy ordnance 
aud $5,000,000 for coast defenses, or 
$21,000,000 for ‘guns and other means 
of national defence. As to the 
details of the two bills relative to 
this matter before the Senate there 
is some difference of opinion, but in 
approval of the general features 
proposed the Senate is almost a 
unit. There seems to be something 
more than warlike talk going on in 
Congress; and, judging from 
the exposed, extreme  ineffi- 
cizpey of our navy and the 
exposed condition of our sea- 
board cities, it would be just as 
well to postpone further talk until 
it is learned what may be done by 
the use of a few millions for de- 


fence.

War Speculations. 
Lonpon, February 7. 

It is reported that Lord Salisbury 
has received pacific advices from Sir 
E. B. Mallet at Berlin, and other 
British Ambassadors. 

Three of the largest paper manufac- 
turers in Germany have instructed 
their agents in England not to enter 
into fresh contracts for supplies of pa- 
per because they have reason to be- 
lieve that the port of Hamburg is 
likely to be closed soon in consequence 
of war. 


A Colonial Corporation. 
BERLIN, February 7. 

The German East Africa Company 
has been converted into a corporation 
by a committee of its founders, mer- 
chants and financiers. The Board of 
Directors will hereafter consist of 27 
members, three of whom are to be 
nominated by Bismarck. The capital 
is to be raised to five million marks 
by a further issue of shares,

The New York Strike. 
New York, February 7. 

The river fronts and neighboring 
streets presented a Sunday appearance 
this morning.

The pros- 
pects of a settlement of the difficulties 
is remote, each side being confident of 
coming out ofthe trouble. Both sides 
promise remarkabls developments 
this week, but are dark about their 
nature. On tlte Clyde line dock <n 
East river, the “Clyde’’ sailed some 
hours later than her schedule time, 
but carried a full cargo and her quota 
of passengers. The Seminole of this 
line also carried a full cargoand her 
quota of passengers. The Superin- 
tendent declared that he was getting 
along very well. The men who ap,- 
ply for work at the Mallory line dock 
are being turned away by the 
hundreds. Another steamer is ex- 
pected to-day, and there are plenty of 
men ready to work on her. The Ward 
line dock is clear of freight and 
deserted. Two boats are expected to- 
day or to-morrow, and then the com- 
pany will have plenty of help to dis- 
charge their cargoes. 

LATER—At the Continental line 
docks plenty of freight is being 
delivered, and the who.e bulkhead 
was liued with trucks. The New 
Haven freight line and the Hartford 
line were doing more business than 
on Saturday also.

In conversation last week with 
H. H. Beck, the flour man, he 
stated that the State was 5,000 tons 
short in grain of all kinds, and that 
the supply must come from Califor- 
bia. The flour mills bere are run- 
ning on half time, and if double the 
amount of grain now obtainable 
could be had, the mills could use it, 
and dispose of the whole product. 
Mr. Beck thinks he could afford to 
contract for the whole wheat crop 
of this. State for the next year at 
$175 per 100 pounds, Ranchers 
along the line of the railroads, have 
been selling at 90 cents and $1 per 
100 pounds, for the previous year or 
two, and in consequence of these 
low prices had failed to sow suffi- 
cient mg, to supply the present 
demand, ‘The grain raised in Ne- 
vada excels that raised in Califor- 
nia, and should be more exten- 
sively cultivated.

How Two Ex-Slaves Took Care ot 
Their Former Owner. 

A letter from Milledgeville, Ga., 
says: “‘A rare instance of the fidel- 
ity of two colored men to their for- 
mer master bas just come to public 
attention in ilkinson county. 
Before the war, one,of the dest 
slave-owners in that section was 
Colonel Downing. He was the 
owner of lai ge tracts of land, as well 
asa number of slaves. When tle 
troubles of 1860 came on he was the 
rankest Seceasionist in the country. 
The struggle left Sim  land- 

oor, Acre by acre he _ sold 
t off, being unable to square him- 
self with the order of things. At 
last, when a}! his land was gone and 
his family were dead, be was 
afflicted with blindness and was in 
danger of a into the County 
Poorhouse. “They must not do 
that with old master, “said Joe. 
Downing.= Joe. and his brother 
Peter were slaves of Colonel Down- 
ing before the war, and always 
went under hisname., While their 
old master was going down in the 
world these two colored men were 
bard at work and saving money. 
They purchased 150 acres of rich 
land, built a comfortable house, ac- 
cumulated live stock and farming 
implements, and had good credit in 
the bank here. To this home they 
took their old master, installed him 
in the best rooms aud compelled all 
the people around to _ treat 
hith with the utmost re- 
spect. Lately Colonel Downing 
has been fearing that his death 
was approaching. and seemed to be 
fearful that he might be buried as a 
pauper. To ease his mind on this 
matter the brothers bave just de- 
ited in bank here $100, to be 
eld until the old man’s desth, 
witb which to pay all funeral ex- 
peneses.”’ .
